Did you walk away in God’s 
good world today? 

Did you look at beauty around 
you, the glorious color of the 
leaves, the bright blue of the sky, 
the flowers of the gardens .and thq 
children going to school, clad like 
butterflies in bright red and blue, 
green and orown? Certainly you 
did; but did you know and stop to 
think that in Southern Alberta 
alone there are 600 men and wo¬ 
men who live in perpetual dark¬ 
ness, who never see what we take 
for granted as a part of our every¬ 
day life, 

Six hundred men and women 
who not only do not see the beau¬ 
ties of the world around them, but 
whose earning power depends on 
special training, special care, 

Did you know thait not until af- 
ter the first World War was there 
any form of organized assistance 
given to our Blind. That prior to 
that time the Blind were left to 
the charity of friends and rela¬ 
tives? 

In 1918 Col. Baker of Toronto, 
himselt blinded in action, fortned 
the C.N I.B. primarily to assist 
Canadian Soldiers, blinded in the 
v.ar, to rehabilitate themselves 
and to become once more useful 
and independent citizens. Soon civ¬ 
ilian blind too were accepted, and 
from this small beginning arose 
the C.N.I.B., now nation wide, 
with headquarters in Toronto, and 
the Dominion divided into four 
divisions, Alberta and B.C. being 
in‘ the Western Division. 

Each Division is headed by an 
Executive Officer. In the Western 
Division there are three such of¬ 
ficers, one in B.C. and two in Al¬ 
berta. On? of the Alberta officers 
is Mr. R V. Hewlett, in charge of 
the Central and Southern portion. 

Mr Hewlett, blinded in the last 
World War, is a person whom M 
is a pleasure and privilege to 
know, a cheerful and pleasant per¬ 
sonality and so strongly imbued 
with his great ambition to make 
life worthwhile for all blind men 
and women in his territory that he 
entirely forgets his own handicap. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 17, Mr, 
Hewlett met with a small group 
of the Executive of the Vulcan 
Branch of the C.N I B. and held 
them spellbound while he told 
them the story of the C.N.I.B, 

The C.N.I B. Is the onlj organi¬ 
zation in Canada, authorized by 
Charter from the Dominion of 
Canada, and working with author¬ 
ity from the Public Contributions 
Act to solicit funds which are us¬ 
ed solely to aid the Blind of Can¬ 
ada. These funds are not doled out 
in charity, but are used to educate 
and rehabilitate the Blind so that 
they can go out Into the world 
and earn a living. 

Isn't there a pension you say? 
Oh yes, there is. Forty dollars a 
month. 

Can you live on forty dollars a 
nionlh? Well it is possible forty, 
dollars buys your cigarettes. Let 
it be said that Alberta and B C. 
dti supplement that with an extra 
'ten dollars b month. But what 
about the man with a family? 
What about the women with chil¬ 
dren? Can they live on forty or 
fifty dollars a month? 

Fifty per cent of the C.N.I B. 
funds come out of Welfare Grants, 
such as Govt., Provincial, Munici¬ 
pal and Community Chests, the 
other 50 percent must be raised 
by Public Contributions, and in 
Central and Southern Alberta, 
$20,000 must be raised this year.

2,600 Farmers Interested 

Study Insurance Against 
Crop Damage By Ducks 


Insurance against crop damage 
by ducks and geese may be made 
available to Alberta farmers as the 
result of a survey made by the 
Alberta Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion through the co-operation of 
the Alberta Hail Insurance Board. 

The Fish and Game group con¬ 
siders the "scaring" policy insti¬ 
tuted by the federal government 
and due to go Into effect in 1953 
to be totally inadequate. If a suit¬ 
able form of insurance could be 
worked out, the Association feels 
that the farmers should not have 
to bear the full cost but that the 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments and every duck-hunter 
should contribute. 

The recent survey of Alberta 
farmers was made by the Alberta 
Hall Insurance Board through the 
co-operation of its 475 agents in 
350 villages and towns in the prov¬ 
ince. Nineteen thousand circulars 
were sent out asking the question: 
"If a plan of insurance were to 
be instituted to cover crop damage 
caused by migratory birds, would 
you be interested ,in placing such 
insurance on your crops?” 

The returns of the survey car¬ 
ried out in June, July and August 
showed 9,000 replies sent in, with 
2,600 in favor of such a scheme. 

According to Alberta Fish and 
Game Association officials "the 
returns on the survey indicate 
that while the large percentage of 
(ambers ape not interested, there 
still is a goodly number who are. 
Whether there are enough interes¬ 
ted jn such a plan to make it a 
success will be investigated and 
considered at a later date by the 
board," 

It is felt that if such a plan 
was considered feasible it could be 
instituted and carried out by the 
board. Also, being a co-operative 
organization, controlled and dir¬ 
ected by the farmers, it would at 
all times work in the best interests 
of the farmers at the lowest pos¬ 
sible cost. 

Damage to the crops this year 
has not been as extensive as ex¬ 
pected, but the threat still exists 
until the crops have been thresh¬ 
ed, especially if cool,' wet weather 
slows up the'harvest until the nor¬ 
thern birds start their flight south 
It is these large, grain-feeding mal¬ 
lards and pintails which cause the 
greatest damage.

Scattered showers' over the dist¬ 
rict last Friday held up harvest¬ 
ing operations for a day or two, 
hut since Sunday combining has 
again been in full swing, with 
ideal weather conditions prevail¬ 
ing. 

This week has seen clear skies 
and temperatures around 75 to 80 
above and farmers have been tak¬ 
ing advantage of every possible 
working hour to get the big crop 
safely harvested and binned. Hea¬ 
viest yields are again in the east 
country, ranging from 20 bushels 
on stubble to 45 and 50 on sum- 
merfailow. West of town, yields 
will average about 30 bushels pet- 
acre. Practically all wheat so far 
delivered to local elevators is grad 
ing No. 2 Northern. 

An improvement in the wheat 
shipping situation is noted, with 
district elevators recently receiv¬ 
ing good numbers of empty cars 
for loading The (ive-bushel deliv¬ 
ery quota and shortage of elevator 
syace is straining farm storage 
facilities and it is hoped that it 
will be possible to raise the deliv¬ 
ery quota in the very near future.. 

The absence of prolonged spells 
of wet weather so far this fall has 
also considerably reduced antici¬ 
pated duck damage. Swathed 
fields are being rapidly combined 
and hunters have been out in 
large numbers to keep the birds 
on the move. If the fine weather 
continues for another week, the 
bulk of the crop will have been 
safely harvested before the arriv¬ 
al of the large flocks of northern 
mallards which did such extensive 
damage last year. 

Given another week of good 
weather harvest will be pretty 
well cleaned up except for late- 
sown fields.

Vaccination to prevent diseasis 
an accepted practice in both hum¬ 
an and veterinary medicine. With 
cattle vaccination against black¬ 
leg has saved thousands of head.

Freight rates, since the war, have risen now by 
around 90 per cent. For the producers and consumers 
of this country, nothing is as inflationary as increases 
in railway wages that result automatically in increas¬ 
ed freight rates. When auto workers, or textile work¬ 
ers get increases that cause higher prices, we can 
dodge them by driving our old car or wearing our old 
clothes. But we can no more avoid paying the railway 
employees their increases than we can avoid death or 
taxes. We cannot do so because i T railway wages go on 
being raised railway freight rates must go on increas¬ 
ing. But like everybody else on the prairies, we don’t 
thing the railways should get their money by the flat 
increase system. 

The damage, to us, of the flat increase is that it 
unfairly increases the cost of the long haul shipper 
because the long hauls are charged the highest rates. 

Yet, regardless of how burden is placed, far too 
much of it comes to rest on the shoulders of the people 
of the West and the Maritimes who are at the end of 
the line.

It has taken a long time to learn that the prob¬ 
lems of the farm industry are economic and not polit¬ 
ical. Henry Ford claimed that the kind of government 
we have does not make much difference. He said that 
the industrial world, the farm world, provides the en¬ 
gines of progress and all that a government can do is 
to see that the engine of production is allowed to work 
under the best conditions. 

The farmers of Alberta and of Canada have equip 
ped their farms for only one purpose, that of produc¬ 
tion, and the least that a government -can do is to let 
them produce. All directives to have them curtail pro¬ 
duction in one phase of farming or another are only 
obstructive. The farmer himself knows best how to ob¬ 
tain a balanced economy and government directives 
have proven misleading time after time. The history 
of agriculture, with all its ups and downs, has shown 
that if the farmers are to share in the advantages of 
the machine age, as is their natural right, they can 
obtain their share only by producing more and better 
wheat, more and better cattle, more and better dairy 
products, insofar as their farms are equipped for any 
one or all of these purposes. —Stettler Independent.

Announcement by Dr. J. A. Anderson, chief che¬ 
mist of the Board of Grain Commissioners, that this 
year’s record wheat crop is one of the three lowest in 
protein content in the past 24 years, is disturbing 
news. 

For some years past Canadian millers have been 
worrying because of a progressive lowering of the 
protein content of Western Canada’s wheat. They 
have been asking why. Dr. Archibald, who has retired 
as director of Experimental Farms, suggested on 
more than one occasion that Western Canada’s wheat 
land, which has been growing wheat for 40 to 50 
years, is losing some of its fertility. Dr. Anderson says 
that nitrogen must get to the wheat kernels as the 
heads form in order to build up protein content to the 
percentage that the millers like. 

It would appear that we should sow less acres to 
wheat, take some land out of production and proceed 
to build up its fertility. That can be done by growing 
clovers and grasses and by using nitrogenous and oth¬ 
er artificial fertilizers. Barnyard manure is another 
way to restore fertility but in this mechanized age of 
farming little of that is produced any more. 

Farmers should take seriously the news of the 
lowering protein content of our wheat—the West’s big 
gest cash crop. They should not rest until they have 
found a way to restore plant food and bacterial action 
in their soil which will put our wheat up once more on 
the pedestal it used to occupy in the minds of the 
world’s bread-eaters.

The planting took place July 21 og 
when 80,000 sockeye salmon fing- 26 
erlings hatched in the Provincial 26 
Government Fish Hatchery at Cal- 26 
gary were piped into the St. Mary 
Reservoir from the metal tanks in 26 
which they had been brought from 24 Gauge x 30’ 
Calgary. ' 

The salmon planting project 
was initiated by the Fisheries 
Branch of the Department op 
Lands and Forests after surveys 
had been made. / 

Last April, the' fish hatetl^ry at 
Calgary received approximately 
90,000 sockeye eggs from the 
Montana State Fisheries Branch. 

Thdse eggs were developed to the 
lingeriing stage at the Calgary 
hatchery and then planted direct¬ 
ly in the southern Alberta reser¬ 
voir, instead of allowing them to 
mature at a rearing station. 

Under the favorable water con¬ 
ditions of the reservoir, the sal¬ 
mon fingerlings are expected to 
survive without difficulty, but re¬ 
gular tests will be made on their 
ability to survive in fresh water 
by field biologists. 

The sockeye salmon of the Pac¬ 
ific Ocean lives most of its life in 
salt water and enters fresh water 
only to spawn and die. The Fish¬ 
eries Branch feels that the sal¬ 
mon, although a salt water fish, 
cun adapt itself to fresh water and 
survive. However, salmon ralv?ri 
in fresh water will not grow so
